AN ADDRESS EXPECTED FROM HIM 
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All the Cabinet Membors Accept the Invi- 
tation FEixtendsd by the Committea. 
Someot Their Wives Will Come,Too. 
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Washington, June 11.—President Cleve- 
land and all the members of the cabinet 
in the city, Secretary of State Otney, Secre- 
tary Carlisle, Secretary Lamont, Attorney 
General Harmon and Secretary Morton, to- 
day formally accepted the invitation ex- 
tended to them by the Atlanta committee 
to visit the Cotton States and International 
exposition. 

President Cleveland, however, will not be 
in Atlanta to open the exposition, as was 
at first planted, but he, with the mem- 
bers of the tabinet, will there on Presi- 
dent’s Day—October 25d. This is in accord 
with the information wired last night. The 
committee, which has been here since Sun- 
day, was joined today by Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill and Alex W. Smith. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon they were 
escorted to the white houses by Secretary 
Smith. The president received them in his 
private office, next to the cabinet chamber, 
on the second floor of 
mans.on,. 

Secretary Smith presented cach member 
of the committee in turn to Mr. Cleveland 
as follows: H. H. Cabaniss, W. A. Hemp- 
hill, ‘Mayor Porter King, Frank P. Rice, 
Dr. Henry L. Wilson, Walter Howard, city 
editor of The Journal; J. G. Oglesby, George 
W. Harrison, Eugene C. Spalding, Alex W 
Smith, A. J. West and Stewart F. Woodson. 
The president’s greeting was very cordial. 
Mr. Cabaniss, chairman of the committee, 
on behalf of the directors of the exposi- 
tion, presented Mr. Cleveland with the en- 
Braved invitation in a veat and graceful 
speech. 

“Mr. President,” said he, ‘ta very pleasant 
duty has been assigned this committee.

men and of greatness among nations! 

“To show the wast and varied resources 
of the United States, its development and 
growth, is the one aim and endeavor of 
the originators and promoters of our ex 
position. We of Atlanta and the south re- 
member with pleasure and gratitude a for- 
mer visit of your exceilency, and hope 
you will recall the enthusiasm with which 
Our people greeted you, giving evidence of 
Our high esteem and warm devotion. Time 
has contirmed our fondest hopes that vour 
administration would Drove wise, coura.e 
geous, and of lasting ben-fit. We feel that 
Our trust and confidence have not been 
misplaced.

Washington, June 11.—The tight between 
sollector Trammell and Revenue Agent 
Chapman had no issue today. They were 
both before Commissioner Miller for an 
hour, and Assistant United States Attore- 
ney Tinsley Rucker was here on a tele- 
graphic sumneons from Miller.

‘Phe judiciary act of March 3, 1881, con- 
ternplutes prompt decision on arpeals such 
as this, and as we carnot give extended 
expression to our views at this time we 
content ourselves with a briet statement 
of our conclusions. Under section 7 of that 
act, where, upon a hearing in eaufty in a 
circuit court, an injunction is granted or 
ccntinued by an interlocutory crder or de- 
cree, in a catrse in which an appeal may 
be taken from such interlocutory order or 
decree granting or continuing such injunc- 
tion to tke circuit covrt of appeals. by 
section 5 appeals or writs of error may 
be taken to the supreme court in any 
case in whieh the censtitutionality of a 
law of a state is claimed to be in contraven- 
tion to the constitution of the United 
States. But although the constitutionality 
Of a state law tay be arawn in question 
in the circuit court, vet if the case may 
be disposed of on other grounds, not in- 
vulving the invalidity cf such law, we 
think this court hus jurisdiction on ap- 
peal.—Carry vs. railway company, 1.)

‘The court has no jurisdiction in 
matters of a pclitical mature, or to inter- 
fere with the duties of any department 
of “vovernment except under special cir- 
cumstances and when necessary for the 
protection of rights of property; or in mat- 
ters merely criminal or merely informal,

“The equitable powers of the court can

“Tested by these principles, the bill of 
complaint cannot be ‘naintained, for it as- 
serts no threatened intringement of rights 
of property or civil rights ana’ no adce- 
quate ground for equity or interposition.

The opinion filed by Judge Hughes is an 
exnaustive treatment of the question rais- 
ed in the case.

Opinion of Judge Hughes. 

Judge Hughes's cpirion is, in part, ws 
follows. ‘The judge gives a ecaretul review 
of the record and contiruing gays: 

“There is nothirg in the record to show 
that the complainant is a man of color, 
or that those for whom he sues are col- 
ored persens. The bill contains no allega- 
tion that the propositions of law com- 
plained of weve devised against the com- 
plainant or those for- whom he sueg on 
account of their rage, color or previous con- 
dition of servitude. There is nothing in 
the averments of the bill from which it 
may naturally, or must necessarily, pe 
inferred that the complainant and those 
for whom he sues are citizens of color. 
‘There are no averments in the bill which 
show that the case falls within the pur- 
view of the fifteenth amendment of the 
constitution of the United States. 

Keep Politics Out of Court. 

“In arriving at this conclusion I have 
not considered the question whether or not 
the registration laws of South Carolina 
violate the federal cgnstitution or laws. 
I propose to rest my opinion upon the 
ground ‘of the independence of the dif-

THIS IS HOSS SENSE. 


The Docter Gives 2 Geod Talk to the 
Northern Methodists. 

Boston, Mass., June 11.—At the Methodi=t 
ministers’ meeting yesterday, Rev. Dr. £&. 
KE. Hoss, editor of The Nashville Christian 
Advocate, the official organ of the Metho. 
dist Kpiscopal church, south, delivered an 
address on “The Negro Problem as a 
Southerner Sees It.’’ He said in part: 

“IT suppose that there are many things 
upon which we can agree. For instance, 
we are all agreed that the most iniquitous 
business that the world ever saw was 
the awful African slave trade that landed 
So many negroes on our shores. We are 
also agreed that the wiping out of slavery 
was what should have been done, and I 
have yet to find a single southerner who 
does not believe with me. I don’t méan 
to say that all the southerners are just 
Satisfied by the manner in which slavery 
was abolished.’’ 

Fie denied a prevalent belief that the 
negro is increasing so fast that in a short 
time the race will predominate in the 
southern states, and said: 

“There never was a greater delusion. 
The politicians’ specter of negro domina- 
tion is only a specter after all. Inevitably 
the ultimate ascendancy of the white peo- 
ple in the south will inure to the benetit 
of the negro. There is one fact in regard 
to which it is well to make up our minds 
definitely now, and that is the colored 
race is absolutely sure to continue a col- 
ored race. The colored people in the 
south are rapidly accumulating property-- 
they are getting homes. I occasionally 
make speeches to the colored people in 
the south, and I have just four points. I 
tell them to get religion, to get married, 
to get an education and te get a home. 
And I regard this accumulation of prop- 
erty as a fact of supreme importnce. The 
negro is taxed for $50,000,000 of property. 
The advance in education is due largely 
to help and influence from the north. Most 
of the colored schools have been estab- 
lished by northern donations. There are 
a great many of the colored people of 
whom I cannot say the complimentary 
things I have been trying to say. In 
some communities there is the densest bar- 
barism. The negro has often been the 
victim of mob law when it was not merit- 
ed, but often—shail I say it? Shall I speak 
the truth”? (Cries of “Yes! yes!’) Often 
the outrages have been such as to make 
the blood of anv man boil within him. And 
it seems tome that the leaders here at the 
north lay a much greater emphasis on the 
penalties which are inflicted than they 
do on the outrages.”

Columbia, S. C., June 11.—(Special.)—The 
legislative committee appointed to examine 
the books of the dispensary made its re- 
port vesterday. It is the first report 
made as to the workings of the dispegsary 
that a layman could understand, and while 
it does not show any half-million-dollar 
profits a year, as was promised when the 
dispensary was first established, it does 
show the business to be in a healthy con- 
dition, and a far larger profit to have: been 
made than many persons ever expected 
from the dispensary. The report shows 
the total profits made since the estab- 
lishment of the dispensary, on July 1], 
1893, to have been $160,287.48. Of this $146,- 
607.09 Was made during Comméssioner 
Traxler’s term, trom July 1, 1893, to Feb- 
ruary 1, l8vo, and $13,679.79 during Commis- 
Sioner Mixson's first quarter, ending April 
30th. ‘ 

The receipts for the quarter ending 
April 30th, were: February,  $68.285.16; 
March, $64,464.99; April, $71,016.02.

It stands on the same ground 
with ,the Tillman-Hemphili combination 
except that it holds for a qualitication of 
the suffrage that will apply to ail men 
alike, disfranchising as few white men 
and aS many negroes as possible. The 
Tillman-Hemphill combination want a lim- 
itation of the suffrage that will disfran- 
chise no white man, except for crime, and 
will disfranchise as many as pos- 
sible. Both of these factions advocate 
going into the primary, in which white 
men abone shall be allowed to participate. 
The forty are somewhat uncertain in their 
position as to the primary, with decided 
leanings, however, towards the primary. 

There are still two other factions in the 
state—the extreme reformers, led by Sen- 
ator Irby and Congressman Stanyarne 
Wilson, who want no concessions made to 
the conservatives, who do not want the 
reformers to go into the primary, but who 
advocate a straight fight; and the extreme 
conservatives, lead by The State. These 
are very much of the same feelings as 
the Irby faction, They wish to appeal to 
the general election, when they hope to 
be able to get enough votes from the col- 
ored people of the siate to put the re- 
formers to fight. All factions are mov- 
ing slowly now, each is watching the 
other very closely. From present 
tions it seems that the factions advocating 
the primary are vastly in the majority.

United 
States, 209. It is useless to cite the many 
cases Which bear on the questions arising 
in this case and so profusely at the bar. 

“So far as the rights of the individual] 
complaint in the bill were concerned, it 
may have been competent for the court to 
grant individual relief. The supreme court 
of the United States, the other day, 
granted relief from the payment of an in- 
come tax to the individual cemplainant in 
the suit before it, but it went no further. 
On the authority of Mississippi vs. John- 
son, supra, we may assume that it would 
not have entertained a bill for enjoining 
internal revenue officers of the government 
from collecting income taxes generally. 
The judicial pOwer covered the right to 
Srant individual relief, but did not extend 
to the general power of repealing the law 
imposing the tax as to the entire public. 

“IT repeat that in the case at bar it may 
have been competent for the court to grant 
individual relief. But the bill asked more. 
It asked similar relief for’ all citizens of 
the county situated like the complainant. 
It practically asked relief for members of 
a political party forming a portion of that 
people to whom the legislature was solely 
responsible for its laws and to whom alone 
the genius of our institutions makes the 
legislature responsible. Moreover, 
brought the court into immediate and 
tive contact with party 
made the court a controlling factor in 
party strife.

Quarantine, Staten Island, N. Y., June 11. 
Dr. Alwah H. Doty, health officer of the 
port of New York, arrived home yesterday 
from New Orleans. He left here eight 
days ago with the intention of visiting 
some of the important southern ports and 
also Havana, traveling by way of tampa 
and Key West, Fla., but his arrival at 
Tampa he found the quarantine regulations 
against Cuba were so stringent that he 
could not return by this route, He made 
a thorough inspection of the quarantine 
systems of Port Tampa and New Orleans. 
At Port Tampa he found there was a very 
strong dread of an outbreak of yellow 
fever and a ten-day quarantine was in 
force against all arriving from 
Havana carrying passengers who could 1ot 
show acclimatization certificates from the 
medical inspector at Havana, 

The insurrection in Cuba had brought 
such a number of unacclimatized people 
into the country that an oulwreak of vel- 
low fever is thought to be almost inevita- 
bie. As last winter was a severe one in 
Florida, the authorities are taking extra- 
ordinary precautions, because it is said 
that the worst epidemics of yellow fever 
follow a seva@re winter. From Tampa he 
went by rail to New Orleans and called on 
Dr. Oliphant, president of the Louisiana 
state board of health, who showed him 
every attention. He visited the quaran- 
tine station and also the substation, fif- 
teen miles further down the river. Dr. 
Doty’s trip will probabiy. result in a bet- 
ter understanding between the various 
health officers. It is not unlikely that 
there will be a meeting of the health offi- 
cers of the various Atlantic and gulf ports 
next winter, at Dr. Doty’s suggestion. It 
has not been decided where the confer- 
ence will be held, but both this city and 
New Orleans have been mentioned, Such 
a gathering would lead to cordial relations 
and interchange of views and experiences 
such as would prcve most valuable to ali 
concerned.

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DEBS DIDNT SHOW UP 


When the Marshal Wanted Him To 
| Go to Jail. 


Chicago, Jurie 11.—President Debs, of the 
American Railway Union, entered the of- 
fice of United States Marshal Arnold at 
11:30 o’clock this mcrning and reported for 
removal to jail to serve the remainder cf 
his sentence for contempt of court. He 
told the officers that he expected to leave 
home iast night, but he found several per- 
sonal and American Railway Union mat- 
ters demanding his attention. He said he 
was glad to know he and his. colleagues 
were going to spend their vacations, as ne 
called it, in the Woodstock, IIl., jail, where 
they had previously been. 

“AS a matter of course it is disagreea- 
ble,” he added, “but I have become phi- 
losophical. By the authority vested in me 
I have appointed Frank W. Phelan, of St. 
Lovis,” an ex-cecnductor, to act for the 
American Railway Union guring my ab- 
sence. He will go to St. Paul next Man- 
Gay to mect President Hill, of the Greet 
Northern, in regard to the reinstatement of 
American Railway Union men and I am 
confident that there will be no strike on 
that aeccount+in view of the agreeinent 
Mr. Hill made with us.” 

Messrs. Keliher, Howard, Rogers, Elliott, 
Burns, Hogan and Goodwin, the other 
American Railway Union officers and di- 
rectors who are under sentence with Debs, 
reported to the marshal today. They re- 
turned to the custody of the marshal at 
4 o'clock p. m., and all, excepting Howard, 
were taken to Weodstock on the 5 o'clock 
train. 

The marshal received a telegram today 
from Judzge Woods instructing him to 
take Howard to the Geneva or Joliet jail, 
and he will be taken to the latter tonight. 
Phelan, the acting president, is the ag- 
&ressive American Railway Union man 
Who was sent to jail for six months last 
year by Judge Taft at Cincinnati for con- 
tempt, the same as Debs et al. 

Debs Is Missing. 

Debs did not put in an appearance at the 
marshal’s office at 4 o’clock to surrender 
his liberty and he failed to be at the de- 
pot, although hé knew what time the train 
Started. The marshal, as the responsible 
officer, was vexed, but not afraid that the 
American Railway Union president wouid 
evade arrest. As the party was leaving 
for the depot the marshal said: . 

“Debs told me he had some business to 
attend to and friends to if he does 
not turn up at the station I will send him 
along on the next train.” 

Up to midnight, however, Debs had not 
made his appearance. 

The missing-man arrived in the city from 
his Terre Haute home today and went to 
the marshal’s office, arriving there at 11:4u 
o'clock. He was in a jolly frame of mind 
and carried a bulging vatise, which he left 
in care of the marshal when he Went away 
in company of a friend.

Cordage Company, to continue the busi- 
ness of the company and to borrow not 
more than $200,000, and wive their notes as 
receivers therefor, payable not more than 
sixty days after date, for use in the pur- 
chase of raw material and other expenses 
of carrying on the business. The repay- 
ment of the loans is to be secured by 
pledging any personal propertjy of the 
company and by selling or assigning any 
accounts receivable representing the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of goods manufactured 
by the company. The receivers say that 
the material, manufactured goods and ac- 
counts, which were hypothecated by the 
company prior to the appointment of the 
receivers, as collateral to loans made to 
it, were between $00,000 and $600,000 in ex- 
cess of the loans, and they expect to sell 
manufactured product of between $400,000 
and $500,000 during the present month, pro- 
vided they can obtain the loans for the 
purchase of raw materials. The sale of 
the company during the month of May 
amounted to about $420,000, most of which 
was assigned to secure loans. The ex- 
penses of running the mills will aggregate 
$150,000. The receivers find large numbers 
of orders on hand, but no working capital 
with which to carry on the business, They 
expect to get the loans from several

A YOUNG MAN KILLED BY THE CARS 


He WasCouplingand Was Run Over—Two 
Mysterious Fishermenin Bibb Coun- 
ty—The Constitution Thanked. 


Macon, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—The city 
of Macon has been turned over today to 
the Tennessee editors. They have been 
in full charge and have been accorded de- 
lightful entertainment. They reached Ma- 
con at an early hour this morning from 
Brunswick, on the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railway. They were met at the 
G@epot by committees representing the city 
council, Young Men’s Business League and 
other organizations. Mayor Horne was 
chairman of the committees. There were 
a.so Macon ladies in attendance to receive 
the ladies of the Tennessee party. A brass 
band helped to enliven the occasion. The 
editors were first given an elegant break- 
fast at the Brown house, served in Colonel 
Sperry’s finest and most attractive man- 
ner. After the menu cigars were served, 
and the excursionists were then carried 
in cars of the Macon Consolidated street 
railroad, tendered free by Manager Win- 
ters, to Central City park, where an elo- 
quent address of welcome was delivered by 
Mayor Henry Horne, and appropriate re- 
sponse made by Major Neil. 

They were next taken to Crump’s park, 
at the end of Vineville, where a rich bar- 
becue was served. Some time was spent 
at Crump’s, and much pleasure had in 
dancing in the beautiful pavilion. Long 
tables had been spread at Crump’s and 
Sandwiches, ‘beer, lemonade and cigars 
were dispensed in abundance. Manager 
Winters made a happy address of welcome, 
and Rabbi Samfield made a fitting re- 
sponse. From -Crump’s park the party 
Was taken to the Hotel Lanier and a fine 
dinner served at 2 o'clock. After this 
Messrs. Carling and Hertz gave the party 
a ride around the Macon and Indian 
Spring electric railway, which was great- 
ly enjoyed. At 4:25 o’clock the Tennessee- 
ans departed for home highly delighted 
with their trip to Macon. 

Death on the Rail. 

Mr. Gus Dewberry, son of Mr. A. Dew- 
berry, a young man about twenty-one years 
old, was killed this morning at 1 o'clock 
while coupling cars in the Central railway 
yard, in this city. Engineer Hart was 
drilling cars and backed onto a track 
where he desired to leave two cars. Gus 
Dewberry went between the cars while 
the train was moving very slowly to cut 
off the two cars. In the hurry of the mo- 
ment, it appears, he stepped between the 
guide rail and main rail of the track and 
got his foot fastened, and could not ex- 
tricate it before the train struck him. The 
engineer heard Dewberry cry out and 
stopped his train at once. Dewberry was 
found lying face downward under the car, 
With one wheel of the trucks on his back, 
his left leg outside of the guide rail, his 
right leg and foot fastened between the 
guide rail and the main rail of the track, 
the leg and body being crushed and his 
neck broken. The verdict of the coroner’s 
jury was: ‘We, the jury, find that Gus 
Dewberry came to his death from being 
run over by a Central railroad car, No. 
1755, while in the discharge of his duty in 
coupling cars, on the morning of June 11, 
1895.”’ 

The interment will be made tomorrow.

SOLDIERS AT GRIFFIN. 


The First Day in Camp Is Rather 
Quiet. 

Griffin, Ga., June 11.—Although 
the opening day of the encampment for 
1895 the evidences of the fact have been 
rather scarce, but than can easily be ac- 
counted for in two ways. Both regiments 
came in much later than was expected, 
the Third not arriving until afternoon. 
Again, as is usual on the first day, the 
Streets have to be cleared, the tents put 
up and arranged and everything put in 
order generally. For these reasons prin- 
cipally the soldier boys have not been very 
much in evidence upon the streets today. 

The Sixth regiment, which came in first, 
immediately began work on the camp, and 
by the time the Third arri\ed had th:

The roster of the Sixth shows seven com- 
panies having about 250 men in camp. It 
comprises the Clinch Rifles, Oglethorp: 
Light Infantry, German Guards, Irving 
Guard, Washington Rifles and Burke Light 
Infantry. 

As’ soon as possible after getting 
camp the guard details were made 
guard-mount was had and sentries posted 
for the first watch. The officers of the day 
are as follows: Captain Frye, company C; 
First Lieutenant Sancra, Company F, and 
Second Lieutenant DeVaugh, Company ID. 

Seon after 12 o'clock the train bearing 
the belated Third regiment rolled into the 
grounds and discharged its load of hot, 
dusty soldiers, and tney were immediatel, 
marched to their quarters, where after a 
hasty dinner and a short visit io the bath 
houses they began the first work of every 
encampment. It took but a few hours of 
industrious work to put this part of the 
camp into eyually aS good shape as the 
other, 

Colonel R. Usher Thomasson, of Madison, 
is in command of the Third this year and 
is assisted by an able corps of officers 
in Major E. H. Almand, of Conyers; Ad- 
jutant Carl Vandrolrith, of Athens, and 
fergeant Major Josh Hill, of Madison. 
Captain James P. Nevins, of Rome, is in- 
spector of rifle practice for the regiment. 

The Third brings about 230 men into 
camp and its roster of companies is as 
follows: Madison Home Guards, Hill City 
Cadets, Iciberton Light Infantry, Greene 
Rifles, Rome Light Guards, Conyers Yolun- 
teers and Clarke Rifles. Camp life is al- 
most entirely new to the men in camp this 
year, aS in the two years that have passed 
since they were here last nearly all of the 
oli members have dropped out and others 
have taken their places. It is a fact that 
a company brings but few of its old mem- 
bers into camp at each successive time and 
in this way the oflicers in charge find ev- 
ery year that they have their work to do 
over again. The tours of duty this year will 
be shorter than usual and it will require 
much closer work and stricter discipline to 
accomplish the usual results. The discipline 
will be much better this year than ever be- 
fore and all possible time will be given to 
instruction in the various details. 

Among the officers who came in advance 
of their commands were Post Quartermas- 
ter J. IT. Irvin and Regimental Commissary 
George H. Howard, of Augusta: Post Ad- 
jutant W. A. Wilkins, of Waynesboro, and 
Acting Quartermaster Whitehead. These 
are all of the Sixth regiment. None of the 
officers of the Third came in before their 
command. 

Both officers and men will appreciate the 
work of Captain Lewis in arranging the 
details of the camp. Both he and his assist- 
ant, Lieutenant Hargrave, deserve the high- 
est praise. 

Surgeon General Growinner came up from 
Macon today and is quartered out at camp.

You can any 
metal, The gold dollar can be debased by 
being demonetized, just as the silver dollar 
Was in 18738 Free silver is the only remedy 
for the people, and the sentiment is going 
to sweep this country, and when silver is 
restored you are going to see such an era 
of prosperity as this country never wit- 
nessed before,’’ :

Sieel Rails To Be Advanced. 

Philadelphia, Pa., June i1.—The bulletin 
of the American Iron and Steel Association, 
the organization of the iron and steel man- 
ufacturers of this country, in its issue to- 
day that an advance will soon be 
made in the price of steel rails. Not- 
withstanding the fact that in 1894 there was 
a great decline in the prices of all other 
kinds of iron and steel, Bessemer steel rails 
of standard weights remained at $24 per 
ton throughout the entire year. Bessemer 
pig iron, steel billets, finished bars, etc., 
feil in price during the year from $1 to $3 
rer ton, but steel rails remained at the 
same figure regardless of the decline in oth- 
er prices. In January of the present year 
the price of rails was reduced $2 per ton, o: 
from $24 to $22, and the latter figure has 
ruled since the first of the year, The old 
price of $24 will, however, in all probabili- 
ty, be restored at an early day.

What contribution have 
the idealists made to civilization, and what 
contribution have the realists made to 
AS a direct test of the value of these tWo 
principles we have pernaps not in tne whole 
range of civilization a more delinite ana 
clear cut illtstration than is to be founu 
in Greece, Between the years ow ah 
B. CC. there lived in Greece twenty 
men whose influeree grows with the 
ing years. As statesmen there wer 
tiades, i.eonidas, Themistocies, Arist 
Cimon, Epaminondas, Pnoci 
cles; as philosophers there 
ras, Socrates, Hippocrates, lu 
Aristotle; as poets there Were 
Aescailus, Pindar, Kurip.des, 
and Aristophanes; as artists 
Appeiles, Pnidias, and Praxiteles; as histo- 
rians there Were Herodotus, ‘nhucidydes aiid 
Xenophon, and as orators there were Aes- 
chines and Demosthenes. the. dominalt! 
Philosophy of this period, covering -UWU years 
of Grecian history, was based upon ideal- 
ietic principles. The man in whom 
period most completely summed tsell 
was Plato. Toward the of . os 
Epicurus and his empirical, sensational phi- 
losopny became prominent, ine e 
had been living in the clouds; he called 
them back to the earth. ‘They nad been 
living under an infinite sky; he proposed 
to imit their vision by the actual hori 
zon that bounded Greece. There had been 
speculation and dreaming long enough, 
tne thing to wo Was to get down to the 
facts which could be seen and@ touched. 
There was nothing but matter: the soul it 
self was only a deiicate and extremely mo- 
bile substance consisting of the minutest 
round atoms. ‘ne universe Was mot lie 
product of divine action; it was only the 
aggregation ef blind atoms drifting through 
intinite space and deci.ning somewhat 
tfromi their course through an acclaental 
cause, pushing and shoving one anothe! 
until he homogeneous ones got 
togcther. This appeal to the com: 
mon sense and the common taste ot the 
Greeks had a tremendous influence.

They have ail peen dom:- 
nated by one or the other, r.ch as fert lized 
by idealism, or poverty-str.cken as de- 
graded by realism. We wll be forced 
confine ourselves ~o a few periods. 
come nearer our own time. {.2t us con- 
sider .deal'sm in its eMects from the time 
introduced by Dante ix <b thirteenth 
century to the period closed by Descartes 
in the seventeenth century. Dante and 
Descirtes led tHe world’s thought from 
the close of the thirteenth century to the 
beginn:ng of the eighteenth ec: niury. Bru- 
netto Latini, Dante's tutor, began by show- 
ing the young student “how man etern’zes 
himself.’’ The principles of ideal'sm were 
laid in the poet's soul while :n school. [t 
is not surprsngz ihat we find Plato and 
Ar'stotle and Albertus Magnus and Thom- 
as Aqu'nas, his favor.te authors itn m.ddie 
fife. Regulaitmg his Lfe by universai 
prneiples and nourishing his soul by com- 
merce with universal truth and getting his 
ideals from eternal sources, he wrote a 
poem which belongs to eternity, a poem 
which kept the heivens open to men and 
women for 40) years. It has heen the 
fashion to regard the years in which 
Dante’s idealism reigned as belonging to 
the times of darknegs. That there were 
wrong and misrule and oppression no one 
can quest‘on. But Duante’s poem was the 
Sun which gave light to that long and fer- 
tile period. Under its warmth and inspira- 
tion nearly all the great things were born 
whch have grown to bless our day. Dan- 
tes poem helped to produce the age in 
which it was possible to transhite the 
magna charia from a legal instrument 
into the heart and ‘blood and brain of the 
English people. This poem created tte 
mental atmosphere in which Columbus 
grew up and doubtless had much to do 
w:th awakening those boundless aspira.- 
tions and hopes which led to the discovery 
of America. During the reien of Dante 
Copernicus discovered the real order. of 
the heavens and took out of the sky the 
Ptolemaic. system: which had been placed 
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there 2,000 years before. Sir Isaac Newton 
invented his binomial theorem and d’s- 
Covered the laws of gravitat.on. W.lliam 
Harvey, the distinguished English physi- 
Cian, discovered‘ the c.rculat.on of the 
blood and gave to the world some of the 
most scholarly and eloquent treatises 
in the history of medicine; The compass 
was employed for purposes of navigation. 
Guttenburg invented the art of modern 
Loyle laid the foundations’ of modern 
chemistry. Dr. Gilbert, of Colchester, Eng 
land, perhaps began the investigations 
Which led to the knowledge of elevtricity 
in its application to the uses of modern 
life. The marquis of Worcester applied 
Steam to the performance of useful work 
and, described it in his “Century of Useful 
Inventions,’ in 1663. We call ours the ad. 
vanced age and the great age, but nearly 
every discovery and invention which has 


-had to do with the making of our age was 


the product of the time between the close 
of the thirteenth century and the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth, This is. true of 
even the practical things, whfle in the 
department of the tne arts it is true in 
a4 much wider and deeper sense. It was 
during the fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries that the Cologne 
cathedral, the finest specimen of Gothic 
arcnitecure ever conceived and ever built, 
slowly went up; and it would never have 
been finished but for the revival of ideal- 
ism under the inspiration of the German 
Philosophers. The cathedral at Cologne was 
but the translation of Dante's poem into 
stone. The sight of it lifts the mind at 
once into the presence of the great and the 
eternal, It is an argument in favour of God 
and immortality that no man with depth of 
nature can resist. J] spent two hours in its 
bresence one bright moonlight night, and 
it melted and sortened me like @ revival of 
religion. In 1886 Visconti began the great 
cathedral at Milan, after St. Peter’s at 
Rome, the largest church in Italy. Witn 
its fifty-two piers, its one hundred pinna 
cles, its forty-four hundred «statues; with 
its fretwork, carving and statuary, it 
eclipses in some respects all other churches 
in the world. In 1450 was laid the founda- 
tions of St. Peter’s at Rome, of which Gib- 
bon said: ‘It is the most glorious structure 
ever apolied to tne use of religion. Lo 
name the great cathedrals and minsters 
that were built during this pertod would be 
to mention every famous church in Europe. 
Not only were the great cathedrals built, 
but the famous and influential universities 
of Kurove were established during 
same period. It was the golden age ot 
painting. In this respect it stafds out un 
paralleled in the history of art. In this 
Period tlourished the Florentine school, with 
Giotto, Taddeo Gaddi, Andrea di Cione, 
Uceelli, Piero della Francesca, Maso.

Georee John Romanes 
the most influential writer and leader of 
realism among the younger generation 
eave it up before his death last year. He 
has left on record a reply to his own work 
on “Thism,”’ by Phvsicus, Kidde. ‘Social 
Evolution” is another work that shows 
the utter recoil of the English 
mind from the realism of Mill and Spencer, 
The triumph of realism in America has 
been more complete during the nineteenth 
century than in England. In England 
it has been kept within. bounds by the 
Cairds at Glascow: hy Wallace and a'r. 
bairn at Oxford, and by Flint and J. Hut- 
chison Stirling at Edinburgh. In Americ, 
it has not heen met by such masters, Tt 
las encountered opposition here, but this 
Opposition has not been on philosophic, 
but on the grounds of dogmatic theology. 
Our people have failed to see that the way 
to meet realism is on the grounds of 
philosophical idealism. Because of this 
the triumph of realism in America has 
been almost complete. Especially is this 
true in the north and west. In the south 
this hag not been true to the same de- 
gree. The idealism preached by our south- 
ern Statesmen in the better days of the 
republic hag continued: more or less to tn- 
fluence the minds of our people since the 
war, 
All that is great and eternal in the re- 
public has ‘been the outgrowth of ideal- 
ism. The South Carolina of John @C. 
Calhoun is an ideal commonwealth, and i¢ 
will be known when the South Carolina of 
rice and cotten shall have been forgotten, 
No one can tell what the future of the 
Kentucky of blue grass and fine horses 
and race tracks is to be, but the ideal 
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Kentucky of Henry Clay 1s eternal. The 
great river may get out of its banks some 
day and swamp the Mississippi of sugar 
cane and cotton, but the Mississippi of 
Jefferson Davis is fixed in real splendor 
forever. The Georgia of expositions and 
watermelons and peaches and marble may 
live in the future or it may not, but 
the Georgia that produces three nundred 
young ladies with character and principle 
sufficient to lead them to so far forget 
themselves as to defy and hiss a board of 
trustees rather than submit to an outrage 
on all that is high and noble is in no 
immediate danger of losing the spirit that 
has made her the Empire State of the South. 
l am thoroughly loyal to the teachings of 
the Methodist discipline which warns gainst 
speaking evil of magistrates and of minis- 
ters, but I must express my unalloyed de- 
light at the thought of being a native of 
the state in which such young people con- 
tinue to grow. The practical working poli- 
tics of this country for the last twenty 
years has been the outcome of the prin- 
ciple of realism. Its utter cheapness and 
time-serving disposition have been apparent 
to all. Now, when it lays its hand upon the 
schools it is time for all decent and earn- 
est people to rise up and rebuke it to its 
face, Leonidas and his brave three 
hundred died at the pass of Thermopylae 
rather than compromise with oriental des- 
potism.

Three hun- 
dred lives were never put to better use, 
for dying in such a cause, they have found 
themselves the eternal teachers of manhood 
and courage. Hissing is an expression of 
outraged feeling so deep that language 
ceases any longer to be a medium of com- 
munication. It is a form of utterance rare- 
ly to be justified. | believe I know this 
state well enough, however, to predict that 
if the entire three hundred young ladies at 
Milledgeville have not been forgiven alrea- 
dy for such munificent use of the most ex- 
treme form of utterance Known to human 
beings,. they will be.

“Did you send the letter to Chappel 
which brought him to your house, or did 
you tind him in a compromising position 
with your wife?’ 

“I did not know of any letter. I did not 
send any letter to him and no one canh 
blame me for what I did. I am notto 
blame because she was untrue to me. NO, 
1 do not want to change the story whicn 
Was printed this morning just yet. One 
story is enough for the present, but I do 
not believe there is a jury in the world 


Which would convict me when the facts be- 


come known. I told the story published to 
save her reputation.” 

Brietly as Ish related it, the story of the 
crime is this: When Chappel came to his 
house at the remarkable time he did, ostel- 
Sibly to tix the sewing machine, Ish was 
Satistied that he had come to meet Mrs. Ish 
criminally. Afterwards, when Ish left the 
room to go down stairs, he went only part 
ot the way, returning immediately to see 
if Chappel would attempt familiarity with 
the woman. Looking into the room, he 
having armed himself with his revolver, he 
Saw the man apparently attempting to kiss 
Mrs. Ish, they. being in ene another's em- 
brace. He fired, the shot taking effect in 
the back of Chappel’s head. In 
Chappel attempted to use his own revolver, 
but the shots went wild. Ish continued fir- 
ing bullets inte Chappel’s body. Mrs. Ish 
ran out to the kitchen and excitedly told 
the first comer that she had killed the man 
for assaulting her, and on her prayer to 
save her name, Ish corroborated her story. 

Ish firmly denies that he had any idea 
that Chappel was coming to see his wife 
Sunday night, or that there was any kind 
ot a conspiracy.

KIPLING ONCE A TRAMP. 
A Story Which the Famous Author 

Told of a California Experience, 
Krom The New York Herald. 

Kudyard Kipling, during his first visit to 
California, Was the hero of a tale which 
he has never written. | can vouch for the 
truth of the adventure, tor it was told me 
by Kipling himself. 

He found himseif. in lower 
penniless. How -that happened he 
tell me, but he dwWelt with emphasis on the 
tact of his entire poverty. In what manner 
to gain relier he did not know. Whether or 
not he was ashamed to bey the sequel will 
Snow, but he certainly did. not W hile 
he ruminated on his mistortunes and 
schemed tor a remedy he came upon a 
fellow sufferer. This second victim was ot 
Venerable years, uncouth and wretched in 
appearance, and allugether without money. 
Misery loves company, and Kipling asso- 
clated himself with the stranger. They plan 
ned together and finaily determined = to 
tramp to San Francisco, where Kipling had 
resources, 

They started on foot to travel the 
miles, slept in barns or in the open fields 
bencath a triendly hedge. They murmured 
indistinct Spanish at greasers’ doors, seek- 
ing a crust of bread, They pilfered from 
friendly fruit trees, they did without all the 
luxuries of life and some of the supposed 
necessities. Their one luxury was scenery. 

Kipling descanted on the generally obnox- 
ious nature of their undertaking and up- 
braided the evil necessity that had convert- 
ed him into a tramp. He dwelt at length 
on the paintul contrast afforded by his 
present position to the luxuries with which 
he had been surrounded in other and hap 
pier hours. He described the stealthy sway 
of the howdah the elephant bore him 
through the jungle and he told of the lurch- 
ing ricochet of the camel's hump. But his 
companion said never a word of complaint. 
Hle accepted stolidly all the vicissitudes of 
their course. He bowed humbly when cursed 
in Spanish patois of a lordly greaser. He 
suffered without rebuke the gibes of naugh- 
ty urchins. He contemplated without re- 
mark the open advance of his toes from 
out his boots. So meek, so. silent, so 
phlegmatic was his manner that Wipling 
came to Jook upon him with something of 
contempt, as one who, unknowing any bet- 
ter fortune, humbly accepted the worst 
with indifference. However, he was some 
one to talk te, and for that reason Kipling 
loved him just then. 

The twain had no especially thrilling ad- 

ventures. On one occasion the ancient tramp 
fell into a hole filled with mud and water. 
Kipling watched him for a few minutes 
and then pulled him out, and the victim 
said “Thank you,” which was a long speech 
for him, His fragments of trousers were 
hopelessly fouled, and to Kipling’s astone 
ishment he took them off. Kipline’s emo- 
tions became amazement, mixed with admi- 
ration, when he saw his companion clad 
in a sound pair, which he had worn conceal- 
ed. This afforded Kipling ground for re 
flection. Had the other inherited that sec- 
ond pair of trousers? No. Certain qualities 
in their appearance forbade ascribing to 
them great antiquity. He had stolen them? 
Dismal thenught! What if he, Kipling, 
should be robbed! 
Kipling complained that 
having a great deal of trouble with his 
feet. His sententious companion replied: 
“You would have a great deal more trouble 
without them.” 

i‘inally the tramps reached San Francis- 
co. Kipling hailed it as his Mecca. His 
companion made no comments, Kipling 
wished to seek friends at once, but he was 
embarrassed by his companion. He hardly 
wished to present him to others and he 
could not suddenly, desert him. So Kipling 
inquired of him his destination. “The 
wharf,” was the answer, As that was buta 
little out of Kipling’s way, he accompanied 
his fellow traveler to satisfy his conscience. 

Arriving at the wharf, they found a very 
neat boat waiting and half a dozen sailors 
lounging about, who sprang up and saluted 
resvectfully at sight of the ancient tramp. 
Kipling was astounded, nor was his emo- 
tion lessened when his taciturn and tat- 
tered wanderer stepped into the boat, seat 
ed himself, nodded to Kipling, and said, 
“Shove off.”

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Nuts for Cuckoos and Goldbugs. 

One of the fundamental contentions 
of the goldbugs aud cuckvoos is that the 
‘quantity of primary movey in circul:- 
tion and available for use has no in- 
fluence on prices. They contend that 
Whether the quantity is large or small 
it can have no effect on prices. ‘They 
are driven to this by the situation. They 
know that there is not more than three 
or four hundred millious of gold availa- 
ble for use in the United States, and if 
they once admit that prices are affected 
by the quantity of — primary money 
available, they give their whole 
away. Consequently those among therm 
that understand the importance of the 
matter have no hesitation in declaring 
in the face of all authority and experi- 
ence, that the quantity of primary mon- 
ev available for business purposes bears 
no important relation to prices or. to 
the prosperity of the people, 

Now, this ridiculous: assumption would 
attract less attention if they would leave 
it to rest quietly in its virgin absurdity. 
But thev are not content with this. They 
are compelled, in order to meet the 
Varving emergencies of the discussion 
to fiv in the face of their own ridiculous 
theory and thus make it more ridiculous 
than ever. Thus Wwe see some of the 
cuckoos and posgmaster organs declar- 
ing that the free coinage of silver would 
drive gold out of circulation, and result 
in a contraction of the currency, a fur- 
ther shrinkage in values and a. still 
greater fall in prices. 

On the other hand, some who are just 
as rampant in favor of the single yvold 
standard declare that free coinage will 
flood the country with silver, inflate the 
currency, and give us a high range of 
prices and a volume of depreciated 
money. The reader will have no diffi- 
culty in seeing the point. Te very men 
who contend that the small quantity 
of gold has not lowered prices and 
Values, have no hesitation in giving 
themselves the lie by declaring that a 
contraction of the volume of primary 
money will lower values and prices, and 
that an inflation of the currency will 
cuuse them to rise. 

In other words, they say in 
breath that the quantity of primary 
money has nothing to do with prices 
and in another that the volume of pri- 
mary money has the most important 
bearing on prices and values. We pre- 
sume that these agents of the money 
power imagine that the public takes 
no note of the ridiculous position in 
which they place themselves in their 
efforts to deceive and delude, but we 
hive warrant for saying that the public 
is keeping a very watchful eye on their 
antics.

The figures giow even more interest- 
ing when it is shown that in 1890 there 
were 219 women mining coal, 42 stone 
masons, 54 coopers, 663 marble and

to say that Washington county’s fruit 
crop of this year will bring in a revenue 
of $100,000. Among thé largest fruit growers 
are Dr,-H. N. Hollifield, 2,500 trees; J. H. 
Palmer, 1,500 trees; J. D. Franklin, 1,300 
trees; B. 8. Boatwright, 1,200, while there 
are a number of growers having 500° trees 
and less. The secretary, Mr. J. CC. Har- 
mon, ex-mayc* of Tennille, has a grove 
Which has yielded him a comfortable in- 
some for the last fifteen years. 

The above is a splendid 
Georgia is undoubtedly of. thie 
vreatest fruit producing states: in the 
country; and if, oecasionally, the grow- 
ers lose a little by untimely frosts, they 
inake up for the slight deficiency of one 
in the prodigal abundance of 
another.

To a Correspondent. 
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A correspondent writes from Alaba- 
ma that he has been having a tilt with 
some of his goldbug neighbors, and he 
tukes his pen in band, as it were, 
ask The Constitution a few leading 
questions. 

Without reproducing the tex! 
letter, we will answer his questions in 
the order in which he asks thein. 

“Legal tender” earries its meaning in 
the term. It is money that the govern- 
nent has made a lawful tender for all 
debts, both publie and private. That 
is to say, if our correspondent owes a 
debt he can compel his creditor to ac- 
cept greenbacks. although the creditor 
may demand gold. In this way, the 
government protects ifs own issues of 
money and prevents creditors from de- 
manding something more valuable than 
that which they gave. There is a theory 
among bankers, and it is held by some 
lawyers, that two individuals making 
a contract can abrogate and destroy 
the power of the government to 
lawful money—that is to say, a creditor 
may bind a debtor to pay his debt in 
gold, and that when this is done, silver 
and greenbacks cease be legal ten- 
der in the payment of this. particular 
debt. But this the face 
of it, and if the contention ever comes 
before an honest coum for settlement it 
will of along with other 
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be disposed 


absurdities. 

(iold is a full legal tender, and the 
Silver dollar was a. full legal tender up 
to IST8. But ein the Bland-Allison bill 
this was doectored by the goldbugs right 
under the noses of the silver men: The 
silver dollars in that act were declared 
to be “a legal tender, at their nominal 
value, for all debts and dues public 
and private, except otherwise expressly 
stipulated in the contract.” If will thus 
be seen that a contract between = indi 
viduals may, in the case of silver, ab- 
rogate the legal tender quality. Subsi- 
diary silver—halves, quarters and dimes 
—ire legal tender to the extent of S5. 

Gold has. been a full legal tender since 
1792. The act of 1873, demonetizing 
silver, did not abolish the legal tender 
quality of the doJlars that had been 
coined. But the ruling of Mr. Carlisle, 
which permits a government creditor to 
discrintinate against silver by demand- 
ing gold, has made token money of the 
silver dollar in fact, though not in law. 

The technical meaning of “free coin- 
age” is the coining of the bullign with- 
out charge to the owner. As the term is 
employed in current discussion it means 
the unlimited coinage of silver. There 
is no charge for coinage unless the metal 
is below the standard of fineness. 

The “seigniorage” is the difference be- 
tween the commercial and coining valne 
of a metal. - There can be no seignior- 
age whan eitber of the money metals 
cat be freely carried to the mints and 
eoined on. private aceount. The silver 
seigniorage is, the difference between 
$1.29 and the amount the government 
had to pay for an ounce of silver under 
the Bland-Allison act and the Sherman 
act of 1890. 

. We advise our correspondent to stand 
firm in the democratic faith and not to 
be led away from it by any of the 
cuckoo or postmaster organs.

MEXICO'S DISPLAY. 


10,000 Square Feet of Space Set Apart 
for President Diaz’s Country. 


WILL BUILD AN ANNEX FOR IT 


John Philip Sousa Will Write a Maroh for 
the Exposition--Other Notes of 
the Expcsition. 


Mexico’s display at the exposition will be 
a complete show of itself. 

President Collier has received a letter 
from the minister of commerce “ot Mexico 
in which that oflicial announces that the 
business interests of that country will be 
well represented in Atlanta and that 10,000 
square feet of space is wanted to accommo- 
date the exhibit that will be made. 

The minister states that the exhibitors 
who have announced their intention of ex- 
hibiting and have asked for such space as 
they will occupy will not put up a building, 
but expect the exposition company to sup- 
ply them with a large area of Space in one 
of the principal buildings of the exposition. 

At the meeting of the exposition board 
vesterday afternoon President Collier had 
the minister's letter read and requested 
that action be taken on it. It was stated 
that much more space had been asked for 
in the manufactures building than could 
possibly be supplied. It was shown that 
there is a perfect army of exhibitors who 
want to get in and that the creat diifleulty 
is in selecting the best ones. However, 
every one was strongly of the opinion that 
Mexico should be well represented by all 
means and after the question was fully 
discussed, a decisjon was reached by which 
10,000 square feet will be set apart for that 
country. 

This space will not be divided, as it is 
the purpose of the Mexican commissioner to 
have an excellent collective exhibit of man- 
ufactured products and resources from that 
country. 

It now looks as if an annex will be built 
to the manufactures building to accommo- 
date Mexico.

Lamson Bros, Co.’s Grain Letter. 
By private wire to J. C. Knox, manager. 

Chicago, June 11.—Although the govern- 
ment report came in a little higher on con- 
dition of easier wheat, $1 was generally ex- 
pected, It is probably the most bullish sent 
out from Washington in years. The feeling 
immediately after its receipt yesterday 
was a little weak on account of its not be- 
ing in the © sixties, but after  recon- 
sidering the report the traders came to 
the conclusion that it was more bullish 
than its surface would indicate, especially 
as considerable damage is reported from 
droughts since it was comp.led. Early 
cables also indicated that foreigners con- 
sidered the report bullish, as Liverpool 
came higher in the face of our decline yves- 
terday. The high condition-in California 
is probably a little misleading, as reliable 
reports from that state indicate that the 
corn has run down very seriously in the 
last fourteen days. We should say a very 
fair estimate of the wheat yield, both win- 
ter and spring, as suggest*d by the govern- 
ment, is 400,000,000 bushels. There were good 
buying orders at the opening, but all were 
quickly absorbed. Helders who sold out 
yesterday, seeing the tendency of the mar- 
ket, bought freély, and it was not until July 
touched 81%, an advance of 2c, from the 
opening, that the market received a setback. 

It was then the same old story. As soon 
as Offerings appeared there was but little 
wanted and prices quickly receded lgc., 
although the situation is very bullish. It 
seems very hard to sustain values; as soon 
as the market advances above 80c. there 
appears to be large offerings from some 
sources that are not visible.

An Insurance Company Sued. 

Quite a breeze was created in insurance 
circles on yesterday by the filing of a suit 
against the Equitable Life Assurance 5o0- 
ciety. The parties filing the suit are well 
known and prominent business men of the 
city. 

The suit was filed by Culberson and Bla- 
lock, attorneys fur J. T. Blalock, adminis- 
trator of the estate of C. W. Blalock. 

The petition alleges that four years ago 
Mr. W. B. Blalock insured his life in the 
Equitable Society for $5,000 and that he had 
the name of C. W. Blalock inserted in the 
policy as beneficiary. Last vear both the in- 
sured and the beneficiary became danger- 
ously ill. The petition further claims that 
during the serious illness of these gentle- 
men they were visited at their homes 
by an agent of the insurance company, anid 
they charge that the agent tried to get 
them to cancel the policy for a cash consid- 
eration of $1,000. This offer was refused and 
the agent called again and brought with 
him another agent and again it is claimed 
that the agents persisted in cancelling the 
policy on the payment of the amount 
stated. 

In a short time the gentlemen died and 
the heirs claim that the policy was only ac- 
cepted for one-half of its face value. They 
have now brought suit against the company 
for the remaining $2,500, which they claim 
has never been paid.
